Per Cent All Along the Line 


Yesterday.

Tonopnli. Manhattan. Bullfrog and 


Wonder Stocks Show Slight 


Change. 


'With the opening" of-the San Fran- 
cisco Stock "Exchange yesterday, after 
a vacation of eight days, the showing 
of a very strong bull movement re- 
flecting the prices and conditions Of 
the eastern market was revealed, and 
so far as they concern Nevada securi- 
ties, show a rise in the price of Gold- 
field stocks of about 20 per cent since 
the closing on the' first of the month, 
and nearly stationary conditions re- 
garding the Tonopah, Bullfrog, Man- 
hattan and "Wonder prices. 


The reasons for this are to be 


sought both in the facf that there 
have, been some great developments 
in the GoldflelJ mines, notably the 
Mohawk 
and 
Florence 
properties, 


since the closing, and the rumor that 
the Consolidated was making a strong 
effort to pay the long-demanded divi- 
dend, by putting on a vary large force 
of men on various of the properties 
involved. 
There are other natural causes for 


the heavy rise, these being the facts 
that when the exchange closed eight 
days since, the market was a strong 
and steadily rising one, which, in tliu 
.face of the fact that it was vacation 
time, when stocks may generally be 
expected to decline, indicated, unmis- 
takably, a coming rise all along the 
line. 
Hea"vy/trading in Nevada securities 


is chiefly confined to the 
Goldfield' 
stocks lor the reason that the mines 
o£ that district aiv more heavily work- 
ed," and are consequently stronger pro- 
ducers than those of other districts, 
and because their stocks are more per- 
sistently and systematically advertised 
than those of any other camp in thf 
state. 
That Nevada is very much the 
richer for the rise in stocks is a patent 
fact, as a very large peicentage of the 
stocks principally affected by the rise 
are held locally, and that Reno is 
vitally interested in the market was 
also very evident from the crowd 
which stood before the Andy Hample 
board throughout the day, noting ana 
commenting on the state of the mar- 
ket.

ClARENCE EDDY TELLS 


ABOUT NEW COMSTOCK 


Located Fabulouly Rich Mine in the Death 


Valley Reigon and Says it Is Now 


Being Closely Guarded 


If Clarence E. Eddy tells the whole 
truth, the new camp of Shadow Moun- 
tain in the Panammts will be a second 
Comstock. 
Mr. EJdy returned this 


week via Death Valley, and has given 
out the startling information contain- 
ed in the following Interview: 
"I believe that a second Comstock 


has been discovered near my camp in 
Johnson's canyon. Shortly after I had 
located the Red Mammoth claim, an 
Indian rushed to Greenwater anJ 
brought in some fellows who located a 
claim 
side-lining mine. They fol- 


lowed the instructions of the Indian 
and uncovered soma old workings 
which had been covered in the course 
of years by rock. 
They opened a 


ledge of almost solid silver ore, which 
runs as high as 10,000 ounces, and the 
ore occurs 
in solid bunches and 
streaks, just as though it had be"en 
melted. It is the richest silver ore I 
have ever seen, and the boys who lo- 
cated the ground are guarding thj 
treasure day and night. They aie pre- 
paring to make a shipment by pack 
animals. I have 600 feet on this ladge, 
which is from 12 to 20 feet in width, 
and which also runs through three 


claims of the Rhyohte newspaper 
syndicate. 
I am confident that one of 
the biggest 
silver 
discoveries ever 


known has been made and I am con- 
vinced that the pen-pushers of Rhyo- 
hte are fixed for life. 


"The journey to this strike is a 
perilous one, however, and I advise 
men not to go in this time of year. 
The trip necessitates crossing Death 
Valley, which is no wat its worst 
My 


brother and I nearly perished in the 
valley by drinking bad water. 
There 
are several prospecting outfits in there 
now, 
and I think that all the likely 


ground has been taken. 
It certainly 


is almost worth a man's life, especially 
that of a tenderfoot, to undertake the 
trip now." 


Mr. Eddy has samples of the silver 


cioppmgs which show good values, 
but he =ays that the best ore is not 
found until a few feet of depth is ob- 
tained. 
The newspaper syndicate is 


awaiting with much interest the ar- 
rival of the representatives, LeConte 
and Simpson, who are now upon the 
ground, but who are not due in Rhyo- 
lite, however, for more than two 
weeks.-—Rhvolite Herald. 


LITRE FLUNK IS 


The Little Florence started up its 


new 60-horse-power hoibt that was in- 
Stalled to replace the 15-horse-power 
engine, over the Mohawk Florence 
shaft last Tuesday, and is now hoist- 
ing about C5 tons a day, the ore tun- 
ning between $200 and $300 to the 
ton. It is expected that the output of 
the lease will be increased to at least 
100 a day within a week or ten clays. 
Ore has, been openjcl up in three new- 
places in the slopes during the lasi 
week—in the north and south drifts 
and in the bottom of the winze which 
has been dropped 20 feet below the 
250-foot level. Each of the three ore 
bodies is two or three feet wide and 
carry good shipping values. 


The Littls Florence shaft is down 


318 feet and is going down at the rate 
of six feet a clay 
A crosscut will be 
driven from the 368-foot point, to cut 
the Little Florence vein. 100 feet be- 
low where it has been opened up on 
the Mohawk Florence ground. 
The sub-lease of the Mohawk Flor- 


ence on the Little Florence block ha= 
discontinued work temporarily, as all 
the ore that is to be taken out on this 
piece of ground is below the 250-foot 
level, and can be handled with greater 
facility when the ciosscut from the 
Little Florence at the 368-foot level is 
completed. 


Sam Lucich, who has been pros- 


pecting in the Ma&onic distiict, re- 
turned from there yesterday with 
some very fine looking samples of ore 
from ledges he has recently staked, 
and about which he is very much en- 
thused.

From the dis- 
covery made yesterday those who arc 
working th? lease are of the belief 
that the width of the ore body will be 
found to be fully as wide as in thp 
level 50 feet closer to the surface, and 
that the appx of one of the richast oie 
sTiiots yet found in the camp has been 
entered.

Daisy syndicate will become a com 
petitoi for first place on the li=t of 
the wonderfully rich mines of Gold- 
field—the position now being concedcJ 
to the priciless Mohawk—Tiibune.
